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FRANKFORT, KY., January 3.1.—Physicians say that 


Governor elect Wm, Goebel can not survive throughout 
the afternoon. 
He was slowly sinking throughout the 


morning as Ms fever increased, and tlie doctors have 
riven up all hopes. Governor Taylor has issued a procla- 
matioa declaring Kentucky and Frankfort in a state of in- 
surrection, and adjourning: the .Legislature to meet in 
London, Laurel county, on February 6. When the proc- 
lamation was read, the indignation of the Democratic 
members know no bounds. A rush was made by them to 
hold, a session in the opera house and the court house, and 
to declare Goebel governor, but troops prevented the 
meeting. Tho speaker then adjourned the Legislature 
subject to call. No attempt has been mado to apprehend 
the assassin, who is known.

Talking through tho capital grounds 
on his way to the capitol building at 
11:10 a. ia., Wiillam Goebel, tho Demo- 
cratic contestant for governor of Ken- 
tec!;;-, was shot down and very dan- 
gerously wounded.

He made no attempt 
to oscapo. knowing well that the 
slightest attempt to do so would have 
brought a dozen bullets into his body.

A quick examina- 
tion of the revolvers showed that none 
of the cartridges had been used.^and 
there was no powder smut upon any 
part of his weapons.

"I was just outside of Governor 
Taylor's ofScj," said Colonel' Davis, 
"when I heard the shots and heard 
Governor Taylor say: 'My Cod, what 
have they CCES!' He called to me.to 
go oysr to the .ofScc of Adjutant Gen 
eral Collier and Vv'LiltaKer went along. 
I am positive that he could not ha»e 
done the shooting. "W'o ware at the 
door of the building in too shot a.time 
for that" 


As soon as it was known, that the 


bullet which struck down: Mr. Goeb'e! 
had come from the building to the 
east, a group'of men gathered in front 
of the door on the east side. Others 
ran around to the door on the west 
side to prevent the,escape of anybody 
from there.' Several men attempted to 
enter the doors from the outside, but 
•were prevented by groups of moun- 
taineers, who stood, ia the doorways. 


Tilta "With Wlncliestcrs. 


Some of these men held Winchesters 


in their hands and presented an aspect 
so generally unviting; that uo attempt 
was made to search the building, and 
nobody gained entrance to it for sev- 
eral minutes after tha shooting had 
been done, and tho assassin had ample 
opportunity to escape. 


That the shooting of Mr. Goebel was 


the result of a carefully laid plan Is 
•without question. Tha man who did 
the work had evidently taken his 
stand at the window, which bad pre- 
viously been raised ia order to allow 
the fre* passage o£ tho bullet, and 
waited until his victim was 
in full 


sight before firing. Ever since the in- 
flux of mountaineers last week, a 
large number of them have beeB sleep- 
ing in the upper 
part of the state 


house. It is not known;.however, that 


• say c? these men did the work, or tbat 
they i:aci any icsiowiedse ot the pre-

The Republican state officials and 


members of the legislature without BJC- 
ception denounced the shooting in tho 
most unmwsurable terms. Governor 
Taylor immediately caused a stsa!! ad- 
,dress to bs published, in which he de- 
clared the affair to be a disgrace and 
an outrage, <uvl calling for the most 
sober condemnation, 


He sent orders at once to Adjutant 


General Collier directing him to take 
steps for the preservation 
of 
order. 


General Collier telephoned to the arm- 
ory, a half mile distant, 'directing tho 
local Infantry company, which was 
stationsd there under coBitnand of 
Captain IValcott, to proceed at on:c to 
the capitol grounds, take possession of 
tham and its approaches, allowing no- 
body .to enter tha sates. Twenty 
minutes after the shooting-. Captain 
Walcott and -his men marched across 
the front of the cupitol building and 
baited at the foot of the steps. 


Orders were issued to outside com- 


p«rni'ea throughout the state to make 
ready at once to come to Frankfort 
the entire state .guard being 
called 


into service. It ,was .feared that, the 
news of the shooting would so. inflame 
tlie Democrats that they would come 
to. Frankfort 
in, swarms, while the 


mountaineers would lose no time in 
coinins to the; capital for the purpose 
of upholding their party principles. 


The excitemeEt among the followers 


of Mr. 
• Goebel was great, and. for 
a 


short time immediately following the 
shooting of their leader 
there was 


more than a'possibility; tbat some of 
the hot heads would seek veiigear.oa 
upon their political enemies. Threats 
wero made against. Republican leaders 
and attorneys during tha excitemenr.. 
but the leading .Democratic members 
of the house and the 
senate 
soon 


brought them to calmer talk. 


As the news spread 
through 
the 


streets that Goebel had been shot, men 
began to pour toward . • the . capitol 
grounds from all sides, one throng he^- 
ing led by two Bremen, one of wberaii 
carried a Winchester rifle. whiciT'tho.

All over the valleys 
of the Datotas, Nebraska and Kansas 
are scattered windmills that are utiliz- 
ing the force of tho sweeping gales of, 
the prairie in a marvelous manner. It 
is notable that tlie mills tire for the 
most part homemade and are built by 
tbe thrifty and progressive farmers, 
ranchmen 
and 
market 
gardeners. 


Their average cost Is but $4 or Sa, but 
they pump day and night, raising water 
enough for the pressing needs of the 
farm, and have been so successful that 
thousands of new mills are now betas 
put In operation for the coming- season. 
They are found In the valleys because 
the water is there nearer to tbe surface 
aud In most cases face the south. Mills 
costing besides the labor of the farmer 
not more than $1.73 are doing the work 
of a horse in pumping water for the 
garden or cattle the year round.

20 to 25 pounds," he said, 'we made 


> gallons and one pint of sirup. W« 


cut the- melons In halres, cut out the 
pulp, ground It la a cider mill, and 
pressed out the Juice. We boiled the 
juice in porcelain kettles on the kitch- 
en stove for 12 hours. With a cider 
mill and hot air or steam evaporator, 
two men can make 25 to 30 gallons of 
sirup a day. At the above flgures it 
•would take about 270 melons to make , 
30 gallons of sirup, worth $15. The j 
melons would be worth at wholesale 
about ?5 er |S, and it would take two 
or three days to haul and sell them 
at-xaarket With a mill and evapo- 
rator In the melon patch, a farmer and 
one or two hands could realize 100 per 
cent more by making them Into sirup, 
and feeding the refuso to hogs, cattle, 
horses and chickens, which eat it 
readilr.—Bowling Green (Ky.) News.

"To amend Section 3901 of the Revised 


Statutes of Ohio, so as to allow 
School Districts of the first-class to 
issue bonds by submitting the ques- 
tion to a vote of the people. 


Be it enacted, by the General Assembly of 


the Stale of O/ito: 
Section 1.—"When, the board of edu- 


cation of any district * * * * deter- 
mines that it is necessary for the prop- 
er accommodation of the schools of 
such district to purchase a site or 
sites and erect a school-house or school- 
hoages thereon, or to do either, or 
when it shall beeoma known to a 
board of education that the money 
provided for tbe purchase of a site or 
sites and the erection of a school- 
house or school-houses is not sufficient 
therefor, and such board ascertains 
that the purchase of such site or sites, 
and the erection and furnishing of 
such school-bouse or school-houses, or 
either, or the completion of a partially 
built or unfurnished school-bouse or 
school-houses for which a suffieient 
sum of money has not been provided, 
will require a greater tax upon the 
property of such district than the 
board ii authorized by this title to 
levy, and that to provide means tbere- 
for it will be necessary to issue bondt, 
it shall make an estimate of the pro- 
bable amount of money required for 
such purpose*, or either of tuenij and 
at a general election, or a special elec- 
tion called for that purpose, shall sub 
mit to the electors of the district the 
question of levying tazsn for su 
purposes or either of them, and tbe 
further questions whether the levy 
shall be made from year to year there 
after, and what amount shall be levied 
each year until the actual cost of such 
site or sites, the erection of such 
school-house or school-houses, or com- 
pletion, or furnishing or refurnishing 
of same or either of them, is raised;

Frenchmen think they have solved 


the hardest problem In the rubber 
produce industry—t'he finding of a rub- 
ber plant that may easily be acclimat- 
ed. It is asserted that a gutta percha 
producing plant, a native of northern 
China, is cultivated in the Colonial 
Garden, Paris, and papers describing 
this experiment were read at a recent 
meeting of the Academy of Science, as 
reported by United States Consul At- 
\vell at Roubalx. 
Gutta percha has 


been produced almost".-exclusively-'-'up 
to the present by trees growing in the 
Dutcli East Indies, and attempts to ac- 
climate these trees in the French col- 
onies have not been very successful. 
The rubber trees of Java require condi- 
tions that render their tulturu lliii>Ga- 
sible in all but a few of the colonies. 
The advantage of ready growth, in a 
moderate climate is asserted for tha 
plant reported tn the academy. 
It is 


known as the Eucomia illinoides, and 
tbe fruit Is said to contain 27.34 per 
cent of gutta percha of excellent qual- 
ity.
